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Driven Wells. | 

drinking water is just 
as essential to health as pure 
air; bat it is not always easy 


to determine if water is pure, 


through the sense of taste or 
sight; water that contains 
considerable organic matter 
is sometimes ottensive to the 
sense of smell, but this is not 


always the case. The best 
method of testing fur organic 
impurities is to “drop into a 


tumbler of water just enough 
‘permanganate of potash,” or of 
“Condy’s fluid,” to give the 
water a pinkish color. Any 
organic matter ~ contained in 
the water is precipitated atter 
standing an hour, the water. los- 
ing its color: or becoming brown- 
ish. If, however, there are no 
impurities to be acted upon, the 
water remains of a pinkish col- 
or for hours. This is very 
simple test and a valuable one, 
_ and were it more frequently em- 
ployed, and its indications heeds 


ed, there would be tew casés of 


fever. The best plan to get, pure 
drinking water id by means of 
what is generally known as the 
well, but which by our 
aq is nothing of the sort. 


e have seen an open well, the. 


water of which was dangerous to 
health, within ten feet 


> driven well,i in the water of which 


no impurities could be detected. 
It is almost impossible to find 
an open well of pertectly pure 
water, and it is hardly possible 
to find a driven well where the 
water contains impurities. 

'The easiest way to make ~a 
driven well isto get a piece of 
iron or steel. pipe, six feet long 
and one and a quarter inches 
‘in diameter; making a cutting 


edge-at one end by beveling off 


inside the end of pipe, with a 
half round file; drive this pipe 
a foot or two and then draw 
it up, and the earth from the 
hole will be found inside the 
pipe, and can be pushed out with 


an iron rod. Repeat this until 


you have gone six feet; then 
couple an inch pipe, six feet 
long, to your cutting pipe; con- 
tinue this until water is reached ; 
then attach a short piece of pipe 
having small holes in it, and 
drop into the little well you have 
’ dug; screw on a pump and you 
will have a well complete at 
about the price Mr. Green charges 
for the right to drive a’ pipe‘into 
the ground. In the decision of 
the court to the Green patent, 
the judge said that where the 
earth was raised up and taken 


out tof the well, did not

fringe on Green’s patent, . which 
holds good only where a_ pipe

Though small, it is just is much 
an open well as if it were six 
feet in diameter, and anyone-has 
the undoubted right ‘to construct 
such wells. If ‘stones are  en- 
countered they may .be broken 
and penetrated by attaching a 
piece of round steel, one inch in 
diameter and two: feet long, to 
the end of the inch pipe. The 
lower end should be drawn down 
to a blunt point.

never stood up against Cognac 


anywhere.” Verily it never did; 
an upright position is foreign to 
both natures. But if we study 
Spain as a nation should be 
studied; in order to learn its 
social and moral advancement;

ernment, what dowe find? On- 
ly this: that if wine and brandy 
could promote prosperity, Spain 
has distilled enough to make 
her, to-day, the foremosi king- 
dom of all the countries of Eu- 
rope. Instead of which, her 
people are demoralized and her 
Government bankrupt. Her 
least common multiple is educa- 
tion; her greatest common meas- 
ure, wine and ignorance. Let us 
all study Spain. 

Portugal, no doubt would be 
far in advance of her present 
hopeless condition, for the 
debasing influence of her wine 
factories. For manv years there 
have wandered to our shores 
striking samples of ‘this poor 
country, which should have been 
prosperous, and why it is not “is 
what we in California have got td 
learn.” 

Why don’t the advocates of 
the wine traffic ever allude to the 
high moral and © intellectual 
standard to which distilleries 
raise these countries. The good of 
the whole is to what every hon- 
est man should aspire.
